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New Farm Account 
Book Makes Income 
Tax Reports Easier 


The new farm account book now 
available free to Canadian farmers 
at all post offices is one of the most 
remarkable publications ever devised 
by a government, It is a blank farm 
assount book to help Canadian farm- 
ers keep track of their business the 
whole yeat' round, 

The new farm account book is a 
securcly bound 44 page volume, nine 
by twelve inches in size, Following 
an introduction, there are 15 pages of 
information on farmer’s income tax 
and 23 lined end headed blank pages 
on which he can list his transactions 
from week to weck, 

The last section begins with re- 
ceints from the sale of crops and 
seeds and ccvers most other items 
handled by farmers—livestock, poul- 
try, honey, hides, manure and a dozen 
other sundry sules. 

The next section deals with ex- 
penses for seeds, feeds, livestock, 
custom work, rent, supplies,wages and 
tools. ‘There are blank colwmns for 
capital and revenue from stocks and 
bonds. The foreword explains how 
the farmer van calculate his “net 
worth” and determine what progrcss 
or lack of progress,, he has made dur- 
ing the year. 

In a few minutes the farmer can 
put down his day’s or week’s transac- 
tion with a minimum of trouble. The 
mew farm account book can save many 
farmers money in that can take the 
place of an expert, In fact, to have a 
similar acvounting, system installed by 
expert would be beyond the svope of 
most men on the land. 

The 15 pages of farmers income 
information, which has the advantage 
of being official are in question-and- 
answer form. In general, the theme 
is that all Canadians who benefit from 
the nation’s vast resources and facil- 
ities should contribute to their up- 
keep and. that graduated income tax 
is the fairest method kown to obtain 
this revenue. The keynote, as stated 
on page seven, is “faffness and de- 
cency.” 

In this spirit many of tie questions 
show the farmer the best method of 
taking advantage of every exemption 
to which he is entitled, If he tas 
difficulty, a district income tax of- 
fice will advise him; if he should be 
dissatisfied finally with decisions of 
local or national authorities, he is 
shown how to reach the independent 
Appeal Board, 

Business men in towns and citi¢s 
seek-taxation and legal a dvice from 
the most highly qualified sources, 
jn order to assure exemptions due to 
them are claimed. This of vourse, is} 
economically sound, carefully states 
these exemptions to prevent the tax 
burden falling too oppressively at any 
one Point on either individuals or 
business, Now farmers are given 
easily understood offical advice to 
enable them to take advantage cf 
their tax rights. 

The introduction of the farm ac- 
eount book gives some of the many 
reason for income tax, items ike 
payment for victory in two world 
wars, social services, family al- 
Jowances and the beneficial worka of 
several government departments. 
Other questions and answers deal 
with direct tax problems, These are 
sample questions: 

Q—What about income tax any- 
way? What is its justification? 

Q—What assurance have I that I 
will get fair play? 

Q—What may I claim $100 for 
some of my children and $300 for 
others? 

Q—How much should I deduct for 
personal use of my, automobile, 

The farmer’s invome tax return is 
a six page form which at first 
glance looks fairly complicated, The 
new farm account book helps in sim-| 
plifying this by numbering its head- 
ings to agree with the numbers on the 
tax return itself. For instance, on 
one of the pages, devoted to ex- 
penses under. which the farmer lists 
his payments of wages and board for 
hired help, he is referred directily to 
the exact spot where these items 
should be listed on his income tax re- 
turn form.  Similiarly, each col- 
umn of sales, expenses ‘and othar 
items is numbered to correspond with 
the items on the income tax return. 

Another feature is the “Schedule of 
Depreciation Rates” on pags 14 
where some 75 different items on the 
farm are listed with their correct 
maximum rate of depreciation, The
